ster.

The 
Board of Freeholders has request-

mary, Aug. 1, or the general elec. 
tion, Nov. 7. | 


Earning Tax Claims. 


The schedule provides that the 
new charter become effe *tive Jan. 
1, 1951, or 60 days after it is 
adopted by the voters, whichever 
date is earlier, except that the 
section of the charter authorizing 
levy of an earnings tax by the 
city would become effective “im- 
mediately upon adoption of the 
charter.” The charter would lim- 
it this levy to 1 per cent on the 
gross incomes of individuals and 
net incomes of corporations. 

The city’s present authority to 
levy the tax was granted by the 
State Legislature and will expire 
June 30, unless extended by ac- 
tion of the Legislature at a spe- 
cial session this summer. 

Under the schedule, the first 
fiscal year of the city under the 
proposed charter would begin 
July 1, 1951; provided the alder- 
men make appropriations for op- 
erations for operation of the city 
from the second Tuesday in April, 
1951, until June 30, 1951, and pro- 
vided any deficit in the city’s mu- 
nicipal revenue fund as of July 
1, 1951, be amortized over a 10- 
year period by setting aside 10 
per cent of the estimated revenue 
each year for that purpose. The 
fiscal year gins the second 
Tuesday in April under .he pres- 
ent charter. 

The Mayor, City Counselor, 
police court judges, police court 
clerk, City Marshal and members 
of the Civil Service Commission 
and the Condemnation Commis- 
sion would hold like offices un- 
der:the proposed charter for the 
duration of their present elective, 
or appointive, terms. The Comp- 
troller would hold the office of 
Director of Finance until the end 
of his elective term. 


Authority was granted to the 
Mayor to name present depart- 
mental heads to direct depart-’ 
ments proposed under the new 
charter, during the term for 
which the department head pres- 
ently is appointed, “notwithstand- 
ing qualifications imposed by this 
charter for stch positions.” 


Posts in Finance Departmen.. 


The offices of City Treasurer, 
Collector of Revenue and License 
Collector, now all elective offices, 
which would be incorporated in 
the proposed new Department of 
Finance, would be abolished as of 
Dec. 31, if the charter is adopted. 

The present City Treasurer, 
John J. Dwyer, who is chairman 
of the Democratic City Commit- 
tee, then would serve as Treas- 
urer in the proposed Department 
of Finance until the end of the 
term for which he was elected, 
which would be until April 1953. 
Present terms of the License Col- 
lector and Collector of Revenue 
expire Dec. 31. 

All regular employes in these 
three offices would continue in 
Ahe city service under provisions 
of the city’s civil service law. 


The Assessor, City Register and 
Supply Commissioner would hold 
the offices of Assessor, City Clerk 
and Purchasing Agent, respective- 
ly, under the proposed charter, 
~ Ee the term of Mayor Joseph 
M. 


A resolution was adopted by 
the Freeholders authorizing cre- 
ation of an executive committee 
by Chairman Raymond R. Tucker 
to wind up the affairs the 
board, disposition of supplies and 
property, and payment of bills.

WILLARD BARTLETT 
DUES AT 81: NOTED 
7. LUIS SURGEON 


Professor. Emeritus of 
Washington U. Medi- 
cal School Had Prac- 
tice Here 51 Years. 


Dr. Willard Bartlett, who prac- 
ticed surgery here for 51 years 
prior to his retirement last fall, 
died today of cerebral hemorr- 
hage at his home at 53 Westmore- 
land place. He*was 81 years old. 

Dr. Bartlett suffered a slight 
stroke about a week ago. Al- 
though he had retired from ac- 
tive practice, he continued to 
see old patients and went to his 
office in the University Club 
Building, North Grand and Wash- 
ington boulevards, almost daily. 

He was a native of Virden, III. 
His undergraduate work was tak- 
en at Illinois College, Jackson- 
ville, where he received bachelor 
of arts and master of arts de- 
grees. In 1926 the college con- 
ferred an honorary degree of doc- 
tor of science on him. 

He was graduated from the old 
Marion Sims College of Medicine 
in St. Louis in 1895. Following 
his graduation, he went to Ger- 
many and there studied at the 
University of Berlin and the uni- 
versities at Straussburg and Ros- 
tock. He entered practice in St. 
Louis in 1898. 

After practicing for three years, 
Dr. Bartlett joined the depart- 
ment of surgery at Washington 
University Medical School. He 
retired from this position as 
emeritus professor of clinical 
surgery in 1946. 

Author of Medical Books. 

During his professorship, he 
wrote 150 articles on surgery and 
two textbooks, “Surgical Treat- 
ment of Goitre” and “After Care 
of Surgical Patients.” He was 
one of the first surgeons in the 
United States to advocate early 
ambulation for surgical patients.

The children ranged 
in age from 2 to 13 years old.

CHAPPAQUA, N.Y., April 4 
(AP)—Robbers shot and killed the 
driver of a Reader's Digest truck 
yesterday and got away with 
$2200 cash that was being taken 
to a bank. 

Four men used a trick to halt 
the panel delivery truck, which 
was en route to Pleasantville, 
N.Y., with a load of mail, cash 
and checks. 


As the truck moved along a 
private road of the publishing 
firm, approaching a main high- 
way, two men staggered in front 
of it, pretending to need help.

So long as this is the mood of 
the sanest and bravest Germans, 
all the many good things that 
have been accomplished in Ger- 


jJmany since the war must be re- 


garded as provisional and tempo- 
rary. All can be lost by a single 
Western failure, such as a show 
of weakness at Berlin. Even if 
there is no single dramatic fail- 
ure, all will be lost inthe course ~ 
of time if the Germans are never 
to be given solid ground for hope 
by the Western Allies. 


McCloy’s proposal would give 
the Germans hope and confi- 
dence, and at the same time 
promise the development of a 
healthy Germany as part of the . 
grand Western confederation. It 
has, indeed, only one drawback. 
It will demand greater American 
expenditures and more American 
effort, both to provide Western 
Europe with effective defenses, 
and to break the vicious circle 
of all previous discussion of 
European ‘union. 


This vicious circle can be 
simply described. The French 
deeply and naturally fear Ger- 
many’s potential superior power. 
Therefore they will join no 
European union in which Ger- 
many is not counter-balanced by 
Britain. 


The British Position.

The Senate then, because it 
has the power, could order the 
men kept in custody indefinitely 
or it could even sentence them 
to jail. | 

(Couldn’t the President pardon 
the three men immediately, since 
he has the power to pardon any 
one convicted in a Federal court? 
In the casé of sentence by the 
Senate he might not have that 
power. Authorities on the consti- 
tution do not agree on what he 
could do in such a case.) 


But—the President undoubtedly 
wouldn’t let the situation go that 
far before he stepped in. Once 
the sergeant-at-arms arrested the 
three men, the President undoubt- 
edly would appeal to the third 
branch of the Government, the 
Federal courts, to free them, be- 
fore the Senate could sentence 
them or do anything else. 

Then the whole problem would 
be thrown into the courts. Almost 
surely then it would be fought all 
the way up to the United States 
Supreme Court for a final deci- 
sion.

ordered by a House Judiciary subcommittee. 
Over the protest of the Immigration Service she 


was released from Ellis Island by the Federal - 


Court of Appeals at New York to’ go to Wash- 
ington in custody. What a record for the De- 
partment of Justice and Immigration Service! 

Yet the record now is even worse than that. 
Although the hearing had been set for a week, 
Chairman Walter, Pennsylvania Democrat, said 
he received the Attorney General’s report on 
Mrs. Knauff only five minutes before the hear- 
ing began. Even then it contained no informa- 
tion whatever to support the charge that it 
would be unsafe to admit this war bride. 

Neither Commissioner’ Watson Miller of the 
Immigration Service nor his: deputy, A. R.

of the Massachusetts Senator and the rejection

Senate. Senator McCarthy’s charges should 
stand or fall in public before the investigating 
committee which the Wisconsin demagogue 
sought and obtained. He should not be pulled 
off the ropes now that his charges are being 
denounced even by a few of his Republican col- 
leagues. 

But regardless of the McCarthy performance, 
there can and should be an over-all study of 
Communism, both real and fancied, in the 
United States. We need a thorough check not 
only of Communism, but also of the efforts to 
combat it.. Some of the aspects of the so-called 
loyalty.program are too close to police state 
methods for any comfort. 

This is the kind of investigation which should 
cut across party lines and stand apart from all 
branches of the Government. A commission of 
12 private citizens, of high integrity, such as 
Senator Lodge proposes, is the kind of group 
which could do it best. After such an investi- 
gation, the commission would be in a position, 
as the facts would indicate, to repart to the 
people. : 

The Post-Dispatch particularly welcomes Sena- 
tor Lodge’s proposal because such a réecommen- 
dation was made in these columns nearly a 
year ago, Under the heading, “America’s Grave 
Need,” we printed, on June 26, 1949, an edi- 
torial, accompanied by a cartoon, which called 
for just this kind of commission. We suggested 
that citizens of the caliber of Grenville Clark of 
New York be appointed. We again urge the 
commission idea be considered and adopted on 
its merits. 


The Test Is in the Details 


President Truman turned his reluctant sign- 
ing of the latest farm price legislation into the 
occasion for an appeal .o Congress fora funda- 
mental reform. of its agricultural policy. He 
wants the men on Capitol Hill to adopt ‘the 
Brannan plan. . : 

Mr. Truman said that he signed the new 
cotton-peanuts-potatoes law because, on the 
whole, it does more to straighten out a few of 


the absurdities of the. existing situation than 


to worsen it. This may be debated. But the 
weight of the evidence certainly is in favor of 
fundamental reform. No matter how much the 
Anderson Act, now in force, may be “improved” 
by tinkering, it will remain unsound at root. 

In contrast, the underlying principle of the 
Brannan plan is solid enough. It would base the 
stability of farm prices on broad consumption 
instead of on artificial scarcity, But until the 
plan is spelled out in detailed legislative pro- 
posals, there is thé possibility that unwise appli- 
cation of its principles might be as costly as 
previous experiments in this field, perhaps even 
more so. . 

Congress repudiated the Brarinan plan in the 
form in which it was originally introduced. But 
this experience can be turned to good account. 
Certainly some light has come from all the 
discussion of the Brannan proposal. Its strong 
and weak points—especially its uncertain cost— 
are more fully understood. 

Perhaps all of its implications cannot be

Planning of various projects by which the city 
could progress to fight decay is proceeding with 
enthusiasm. The City Plan Commission has 
urged the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
to proceed with the preliminaries to extension 
of Forest Park boulevard into a through artery. 

The commission, the St. Louis Board of Edu- 
cation and the St. Louis Housing Authority are 
planning to co-operate in a study of school 
facilities which-wilf be needed in areas marked 
for slum clearance. A comprehensive survey of 
possible off-street parking sites for automobiles 
has been requested. 

This necessary planning activity is heartening. 
The St. Louis area has delayed too long an 
attack on creeping blight which threatens to 
stifle the city. Having the various projects 
clearly defined, the dimensions of the entire 
problem thoroughly understood by the commu- 
nity, will be an important forward step. 

Money for the various improvements can 
come from a variety of federal, state, local and 
private sources. It can be made available over 
a period of many years. But come from some- 
where it must, and the community must begin 
deciding now how much can be made available, 
by what means, and for- what purposes. 

Progress will cost money but it will be well 
worth it! 
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Challenge of a Record 


The nation was lucky last year. For the first 
time since coal mine safety records have been 
kept in the United States, there was not a sin- 
gle major coal mine disaster. Last year the 
United States managed to get by without los- 
ing 111 of its men in a Centralia mine explosion. 

As a result, 1949 was the best year for mine 
safety on record, reported James Boyd, director 
of the Bureau of Mines. Bdt good as that rec- 
ord is, there were still 593 persons killed-in the 
mines, a total which is far too large. And there 
is still mo assurance that even this record will 
continue. How can the nation be sure that 
there will not be several Centralias this year, 
perhaps tomorrow? 

It could have such assurance, in large meas- 
ure, if Federal mine inspectors had power to 
enforce safety provisions. A measure which 
would give them that authority has been gath- 
ering mold in Congress ever since Representa- 
tive Price introduced it. If last year’s safety

pears teetering between a “happy ending” 
and a heartbreaking tragedy. Their hopes 
are’ pinned on presidential intervention or 
passage of relief bills by Congress. 

Ellen Knauff fled Germany into Czecho- 
slovakia in 1934. The Nazis killed her 
family. When Hitler moved into that 
country she escaped’ to England, and 
served during the war in the RAF. Two 
years ago she mar- 
ried an American vet- 


_eran, Kurt - Knauf, 


now with the occu- 
pation staff in Ger- 
many, and came to 
the United States un- 
der ‘the War Brides 
Act. 
But the Immigra- 
tion Service barred 
her for “security” 
reasons, and held her 
for eight months as Ellen Knauff 
a prisoner until interested persons se- 
cured her release on bail. She has never 
been told on what grounds she is being ex- 
cluded. She has been granted no hearing. 
‘So far; unless revealed to Congress in a 
report being prepared by the Immigration 
Service, no one outside that bureau and 
the Department of Justice knows any rea- 
son beyond that given by E. J. -Shaughnes- 
sy, New York immigration director: “She 
is not the type of person wanted in this 
country. And that is all there is to it.” 
And the Supreme Court by a vote of 
4-3 upheld the right of the Immigration 
Service and the Attorney General to de- 
port thi? woman on secret evidence and 
without recourse. So unless rescue is 
forthcoming, Ellen and Kurt must look 


‘forward to permanent separation, or Kurt 


must forsake his American citizenship. 

The Immigration Service may have valid 
security reasons which have proved per- 
suasive to the Department of Justice. If 
so, they could be revealed to a commis- 
sion of eminent citizens such as that pro- 
posed by the St.” Louis Post-Dispatch. 

This promises a better solution than by 
way of the private bills now pending be- 
fore Congress. These would admit Mrs. 
Knauff but leave the merits of the case 
still clouded. 

The legislation needed is the kind that 
would make star chamber proceedings 
such as this one both impossible and un- 
necessary. There is no.unresolvable con- 
flict between security and human rights. 


The celebrated case of the “war bride.” 
Mrs. Ellen Knauff, has now taken another 
turn. Mrs. Knauff, wife of an American 
citizen, was denied admission to the United 
States without a hearing, for security rea- 
sons. This action of the Justice Depart- 
ment was upheld by the Supreme Court in 
a 4-to-3 decision particularly notable for 
an impressive dissent by Mr. Justice Jack- 
son. 

A bill was introduced in Congress to 
stave off Mrs. Knauff's deportation; but, 
contrary to its custom, the Justice Depart- 
ment ignored the move and. went ahead 
with its plans to send her back to Europe 
—still without a hearing. She was actual- 
ly on shipboard when she won a last-min- 
ute respite through new judicial proceed- 
ings. 

Now the United States Court of Appeals 
has held that the Justice Department act- 
ed “capriciously” in attempting to deport 
her while legislation concerning her case 
was pending. 

This decision is interesting in that for 
the first time it gives judicial sanction to 
what had previously been viewed as noth- 
ing more than a courtesy of the Justice 
Department toward members of Congress. 
It does not prevent Mrs. Knauff’s ultimate 
deportation—it merely holds that she may 
not be deported under precisely the ex 
isting circumstances. 

Most impressive in all of this is the 
great effort which an independent judicial 
system takes to protect the interests of one 
individual. It is a manifestation of real 
democracy, characteristic of free nations 
and of no others. 

Whatever happens to Mrs. Knauff, the 
basic issue in the Knauff affair remains. 
It is similar to the issue that often arises 
in domestic loyalty cases: how can secret 
sources of information be adequately safe- 
guarded if we are to respect the funda- 
mental right of the individual to be con- 
fronted by his accusers and to be fully 
informed of the charges against him? 

The completely satisfactory answer has 
not yet been found; but at least in most 
loyalty board proceedings a hearing is 
mandatory. In immigration matters such 
as. the Knauff case, however, the Jus- 
tice Department is not required to hold a 
hearing of any kind, even a secret one. 

It is this situation which a bill recent- 
ly introduced by Representative Roose- 
velt would correct, and we say once more 
that it is a situation which badly needs 
correcting.

Though we can understand the feeling 
of hatred among some Americans toward 
the Japanese people, we do not want any 
incidents which may pour cold water upon 
the earnest efforts of the Japanese—post- 
war Japanese whose sole aim is peace— 
to understand and to live democracy.

Here is a revised second edition of a 
book originally compiled by workers of the 
writers’ program of the WPA, bringing up 
to date the facts concerning America’s 
southernmost city.

Weill fled from Germany in 
1933, began a new career in Paris 
‘and London and came to the 
United States in 1935. He wrote 
the melodies “September Song,” 
‘and “Speak Low,” and wrote the 
scores for “The Eternal Road,” 
“Knickerbocker Holiday,” “ e 
Touch of Venus,” “Street Scene’ 
and many other Broadway hits. 

His most recent hit was “Lost 
in the Stars” which he wrote in 
collaboration with Maxwell And- 
erson. The show is still on Broad- 
way after 25 weeks. 

At his death he was working 
on the score for a musical version 
of Mark Twain’s “Huckleberry 
Finn” and had completed five 
songs for the production, sched- 
uled for next season. 

Weill, also produced the music 

for a number of movies. 
He was born in Dessau March 
2, 1900 and began to compose 
while still a schoolboy under the 
influence of his father, a cantor. 
He wrote operas, symphonies and 
chamber music, gaining a wide 
reputation on the Continent before 
he was 30. 

In 1933, he invoked the wrath 
of the Nazi regime with “The 
Silver Lake,” a fantasy reflect- 
ing on Hitler and his party. The 
work was a success, but the 
newspapers which carried reviews 
of praise inside simultaneously 
printed official notification on 
their front pages that his works 
henceforth were barred in Ger- 
many. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Lotte Lenya, an opera

Farm Price Collapse. 


My father was a delegate to 
the Republican convention of 1920 
that nominated Warren G. Hard- 
ing. I remember that I met him 
at the station when he returned 
from Chicago and it seemed to me 
he was just a mite shaken. But 
Harding was a Republican and 
therefore he was right. 

The collapse of farm prices in 
1920-21 did great herm to Iowa 
and to Republicans in Iowa. Butt 
it was not until long after my 
father’s death that I realized how 
tenacious and how complete his 
faith had been in spite of these 
calamities. One of my ‘father’s 
close friends told me that my 
father refused to spedk to him 
for several months because the 
friend had spoken slightingly of 
Calvin Coolidge. 

The dammed-up frustration 
growing out of five successive de- 
feats has generated the kind of 
do-or-die desperation that is vis- 
ible today. If this attitude is ex- 
amined carefully, its relation to 
the dangerous conviction that any 
means, however immoral, justi- 
fies the attainment of the moral

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SAN FRANCISCO, April 4 (UP)—Pacific Coast League umpires 
called the staggering total of 44 balks on pitchers during the first 
six days of league competition this year under the new “hesitation” 


rule on the mound. 


And that’s a preview of things 
to come for the majors when 
they open their season, April 18 
—with the runners advancing 
base after base without ever so 
much as the batter even swing- 
ing at the ball. ‘ 

The 44 baks ealled in the 
first week of play compare with 
the puny total of 17 (repeat, 17) 
called on the Pacific Coast League 
pitchers for the entire 1949 sea- 
son when the eight clubs played 

a 184-game schedule. 

In the majors last season, a 
total of 25 balks were called in 
the National League and 30 in 
the American. , 

The result is some grumbling 
among the managers and a iot 


of confusion among the pitchers, 
but the enforcement of the rule 
is here to stay, says Commissioner 
A. BeCRandier. 
Rule to Be Enforced. 

“The rule is no different than 
it ever was.” said Chandler, “but 
we are going to enforce it and 
the pitchers will have to follow 
the rules as they are written. Re 

The enforcement r 
pires of the “hesitation Tule Te- 
quires the pitchers to make a 
stop of a full second in their 
windup before releasing the 
ball when there are one or more 
men on base.

However, some of the fel- 
lows who have been going 
through in one full windup for 
a long time are having trouble. 

Four Balks in Pne Game. 

George (Pinky) Woods, who 
won 23 games for Hollywood last 
year, had four balks called on 
him his first star this season. 
So did veteran R@d Adams of 
the Portland Beavers. However, 
no game yet has been decided by 
a balk. 

But Manager Lefty O’Doul of 
the San Francisco Seals thinks 
the enforcement of the rule is 
the best thing that ever came 
along for the pitchers. 

“Don’t let anyone tell you that 
the hesitation hinders the pitch- 
ers,” says O’Doul. “That one- 
second pause—sometimes two or 
three seconds—gives the pitchers 
a chance to think and to concen- 
trate on where he is going to 
throw it.

The ranks of those who work for 
the Government without pay are 
increasing again.

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ALLENTOWN, Pa., April 4 
(AP)—Harold Mohr was sum- 
moned to stand trial today in the 
mercy killing of his blind, cancer- 
ravaged brother — assured the 
state will not seek the death pen- 
alty. 

Shortly after the 36-year-old 
tannery worker was indicted yes- 
terday on murder and voluntary 
manslaughter charges in the kill- 
ing of his brother, Walter, 55, 
District Attorney Kenneth H. 
Koch of Lehigh county § an- 
nounced: P 


“I do not feel the facts warrant 
pressing for the death penalty.” 
' Although he entered a “not 
guilty” plea before the grand 
jury, Harold Mohr has signed-a 
statement he shot his brother 
through the head with a rifle in 
their home at nearby Coplay on 
March 8. 

Judge James F. Henninger 
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dispute slowed selection of the 
jury. 

Defense Attorney Harry Creve- 
ling said he would base his case 
on the mercy aspects of the kill- 
ing. In his statement, Harold 
‘Mohr said he shot Walter after 
the brother’ repeatedly had 
begged for death. 

Mohr, who served four years 
with the Army Medical Corps in 
World War II, had helped his 
four other brothers care for Wal- 
ter. One of the brothers is Coplay 
police chief. 

A number of Coplay residents 
banded together to collect a de- 
fense fund for Harold. conducting 
a door-to-door canvass. 

Mohr was the third Lehigh 
county resident indicted for a 
mercy killing. 

In the other two cases, Mrs. 
Margaret Cowan, Was jailed for 
life for shooting to death her in- 
valid sister and Mrs. Grace Feir- 
tag was sent to prison for an in- 
determinate term for strangling 
her invalid daughter. Both are 
still in prison. 
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not only a reversal of our cur- 
rent phony defense policy.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE player who held the fol- 

lowing hand had just ‘taken 

the pack and made a couple 
of canastas for his side, so he 
was feeling too happy to think 
about his partner. 


His side already had made ca- 
nastas of kings, jacks, and eights, 
and had also ‘made melds in aces, 
sevens and fours. The opponents 
had bases in tens and nines and 
melds in sixes and fives. So this 
player had four cards in his hand 
which he could not safely dis- 
card, but he had a couple of black 
threes to throw before he had to 
worry about that. So he ‘threw 
one of the threes. 


But what he failed to take into 
account was that on his partner’s 
last turn he had discarded one 
of those deuces that now graced 
his hand, thus freezing the pack. 
And his partner’s hand was re- 
duced to only four cards. So 
while the three stopped the next 
opponent, when his. partner's 
turn came he made an unfortun- 
ate draw and had to discard a 
nine. This enabled the next 
player to take the pack, complete 
a canasta and go out. 


It should have been obvious 
that the player with only four 
ecards left in his hand would 
hardly have frozen the pack if he 
had not -beem concerned about 
discarding. Apparently, he had 
thrown that deuce in order to 
pave the way for his next discard, 
so that he could, with :‘ompara- 
tive safety, discard a card that 
matched one of the opponents’ 
melds. On that reasoning, instead 
of discarding the black three, our 
friend should have re-frozen the 


pack, even though there wasn’t 
any pack to worry about at the 
time. 


Question: Opponent discards on 
a frozen pack a card of.the same 
rank as one of our melds which 
already contains five cards. Il 
have a natural pair in my hand. 
In order to take the pack must lI 
meld all three, or is it sufficient 
to show my pair, edd only two 
cards to make the canasta, then 
discard the third? 

Answer: You must meld all 
three in order to take the pack. 
Then, since you may never dis- 
card from a meld, you must dis- 
card from your hand (or from the 
other cards in the pack which 
you will add to your hand).

Stuck Windows. _ 

OMES the warm weather and 
Cirs a perfectly natural thing 

to want to open a few win- 
dows about the house. It’s also 
a perfectly natural thing on the 
part of the window sash to be 
stuck so firmly that trying to get 
it up becomes a major operation.

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MEANS OF TRAVEL, DOGSLEDS, TO REACH

SEATTLE, Wash., April 4. 

ITH statehood in prospect, 

the most complete and thor- 

ough census in Alaska’s 
eight. decades under American 
sovereignty has been under way 
for weeks on the frozen gables 
of the continent. | 

The ice sheathing Alaskan riv- 
ers begins to turn to slush in 
April. This is why the census in 
the Far North was started far 
ahead of the April 1 date in the 
United States. Many of the enum- 
erators have to travel by ski 
plane and dogsled. The rivers 
serve both as landing fields and 
trails. But Once the ice deterio- 
rates into a quivering aspic, the 
rivers are impassable for six or 
eight weeks. 

Some of Alaska’s remote trad- 
ing posts and isolated Eskimo 
villages, along the Arctic seacoast 
and the Bering Strait, already 
have been counted by the census- 
taker. 

The count in Alaska is under 
the supervision of Gene H. Harris, 
a Seattle resident who works full- 
time for the United States De- 
partment ef Commerce. He points 
out that occasionally in the past 
a few of Alaska’s most inacces- 
places were counted “by 
guess and by gosh.” 


This definitely will not be the 
case in 1950, Harris adds. 


“Congress is considering Alaska 
for admission to the Union. Such 
a bill already has passed the 
House of Representatives. Alas- 
ka’s probable population was a 
major factor in the debate. We 
are going to enumerate personally 
every man, woman and child in 
Alaska, no matter how hard it is 
to reach. their cabin or igloo,” 
Harris explains. 

*The outlay in coin of the realm 
to count each Alaskan will be at 
least twice as much as elsewhere 
under the flag. 

In the Northegn _§solitudes 
census-takers will be paid $1.50 
per person. This compares with 
$1 in rural sections of the United 
States. 
in the continental United States 
will earn from $8 to $10 a day 
counting the residents of cities. 
In Alaska’s comparatively few ur- 
ban areas, however, pay will be 
from $12 to $15. Some of the 
difference is attributable to an 
Alaskan cost of living which 
often boosts a quart of grade “A” 
milk to 35 cents. 


But higher pay for enumera- 
tors will be only a minor part 
of greater per capita census ex- 
penditures in Alaska. 

Up the Yukon and Kuskokwin 
rivers and at the granite end of 
majestic fiords are far-flung vil- 
lages which must be reached by 
plane or boat. The Census Bu- 
reau will charter bush pilots to 
fly its personnel into these fast- 
nesses.- The standard fee is $40 
an hour for flying time and a 
minimum of $12 an hour while 
the plane waits at anchor. Harris 
estimates it may cost af. least 
$200 in transportation and wages 
to count a handful of Tlingit In- 
dians along one of the inlets 
which pock Alaska’s southeastern 
“panhandle.” 

President Truman ordetfed all 
other government agencies in 
Alaska to co-operate with the 
Census Bureau in its difficult 
task. 

As a result, the Fish and Wild- 
life Service will tally the natives 
of the Pribilof Islands, where 
the vast seal Herds are thinned 
each year under Federal super- 
vision. In the bleak “chain,” 
which is the way Alaskans refer 
to the windswept Aleutians, the 
United States Coast Guard will 
put its cutters at the disposal 
of the census-takers. Although 
Alaska as a whole will reveal a 
prodigious population increase, 
that of the Aleutians may be less 
than in 1940. Some native Aleut

What will Alaska’s most com- 
plete census show? This is a vital 
question for both advocates and 
opponents of statehood. 

In 1940 Alaska was inhabited 
by approximately 72,000 persons. 
Nearly 40,000 of these were white. 
The rest were natives, and 15,800 
of this group were Eskimos. To-

lation at 100,000, of whom 65,000 
are believed to be whites.

HIS is an advance of 38 per 
T cent in Alaska’s total quota of 

inhabitants, but a whopping 
66 per cent gain in white popula- 
tion. If the increase in white 
persons alone is considered, 
Alaska has experienced a larger 
proportionate gain over 1940 than 
either Oregon or California, the 
two states which rank first in this 
respect. 

If Alaska’s expensive and me- 
ticulous 1950 cénsus supports 
the estimates of the Development 
Board, the vast territory in the 
North with 100,000 population 
will have more inhabitants than 
19 states at the time of their 
admission to the Union. Mis- 
souri’s people on the date of state- 
hood, for example, numbered 
66,586. Those of Illinois totaled 
55,211 and of Oregon 52,466. 

Much of the burden for ac- 
curacy will rest on the resource- 
ful teachers of the Alaskan Native 
Service. These men and women, 
conducting school beyond the 
Arctic Circle or within sight of 
Soviet shores on the Bering 
coast, have been appointed as of- 
ficial census-takers in many re- 
gions inhabited largely by Indians 
and Eskimos. 


To begin with, some of the na- 
tives can be questioned only by 
persons who speak their tongue. 
The teachers alone qualified in 
this respect. Twenty six of these 
Northern pedagogues are taking 
the census among Alaska’s scat- 
tered Eiktmo tribes. "

| T HE enumerator must be some- 


one who understands tribal 

customs. Census rules require 
that each family be tallied as a 
separate - unit. Yet an Eskimo 
“family” happens to be composed 
of all the persons living under 
one roof at a particular time, re- 
gardless of whether they are re- 
lated by blood or marriage. Fur- 
thermore, Eskimos rarely use last 
mames. In one tribe there may 
be many who are known by the 
same nomenclature. The census- 
taker must be sure each person 
is counted only once. 

“The co-operation of the teach- 
ers of the Alaska Native Service 
is a Godsend to us,” declares 
Harris. “Without their participa- 
tion in the census, we could not 
be certain of the accuracy of our 
count among.the one-:hird of 
Alaska’s population which consists 
of Indians, Eskimos and Aleuts.” 


Alaska has been divided into 
202 enumeration districts. Seventy 
census-takers will operate out of 
Anchorage, 84 from Fairbanks and 
48 out of Juneau. The Anchorage 
office includes the Aleutian Is- 
lands. Fairbanks is the base for 
the men and women who tally 
the natives of Diomede, King Is- 
land and Cape Prince of Wales. 
These are the residents of the 
Bering area, the Americans who 
dwell closest to land of the U. 
Ss. S. R. 

Clarence P. Keating Jr., Alas- 
kan field supervisor, is under 
Harris as head of the terzijtorial 
census operation, with offices in 
Juneau, the capital. Keating an- 
nounced recently that the exten- 
sive military personnel now based 
in Alaska would be counted by 
the Army and Navy. Some of this 
information will be classified as 
secret and thus not available for 
public dissemination. 

Rangers of the United States 
Forest Service will be census- 
takers in the immense Tongass 
National Forest, which includes 
most of Southeastern Alaska. The 
rangers will travel by plane to 
lonely cabins deep in mountain 
recesses, landing on lakes. No one 
will be counted “by grapevine.” 
Each shack or tent will be visited 
personally by a census-taker. 

In continental United States 
more than half the enumerators 
are women. The proportion is 
slightly reduced in Alaska be- 
cause of the «angers, Coast 
Guardsmen and others enlisted 
for the census task. However, the 
teachers and nurses participating 
keep the female quota at near the 
50 per cent level. Some of these

LASKA will gain substantially 

through the large number of
